The president spoke in his study at the white house and 
his address, one of the features of the nation-wide observ 
ance of Harding Memorial Week, was c&rried to the farth 
ermost parts of the country. 
Exceptional facilities for broadcasting were provided as 
all broadcasting stations were requested by the depart 
ment of commerce to remain silent during the time Mr 
Coolidge spoke. 
Mr. Coolidge began his address with a .reference to 
Leigh Hunt’s poem, “Abou Ben Adhem,” in whith an tinge' 
writes the name of him who loves his fellowman at the 
head of the list of “those who love the lord.” 
“It will be hard to find a better picture than this of Pres­ 
ident Harding, the man we loved and mourn,” said Mr.
